Bid to save 
old school 
for sports 


HUNDREDS of sportsmen and 
women will carry on using 
Scaltback Middle School’s 
facilities if a proposal 
submitted for the site is 
successful. 

Newmarket Rugby Union Football 
Club (NRUFC) and Anglia 
Community Leisure (ACL) have put 
forward a joint proposal for the site, 
which will be left vacant by the 
closure of the school in the summer 
as part of the reorganisation of 
education in Suffolk. 

Suffolk County Council proposed 
four options as a basis for discussion 
for the Scaltback and St Felix middle 
school sites involving a mixture of 
between 100 and 300 homes, 
employment space and land for 
community usage. 

The NRUFC and ACL proposal 
would see the Scaltback site turned 
into a community sports and activity 
facility for clubs and members of the 
public. The site’s facilities are 
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currently used by 15 NRUFC teams 
made up of about 350 adults and 
children, two badminton clubs which 
collectively have about 80 members, 
as many as 70 members of the 
Newmarket Joggers aged between 6 
and 15 and the Galaxy Big Band. 

ACL hopes to take over the running 
of the school building, including the 
sports hall and changing rooms, from 
September when it believes the 
county council will have left the site. 

A second funding-dependent phase 
of its plans would see the sports hall 
and store refurbished to include 
sports courts and the existing 
changing rooms would also be done 
up. 

Fitness equipment would be moved 
into what is currently the school’s 
kitchen to create a training room. 

An indoor soft play area would also 
be created which would feature a 
large activity frame in the school’s

Accused tells court: 
I didn’t shoot anyone 

Man denies double murder at site 


A MAN has claimed a 
double murder was 
committed without his 
knowledge yards from 
where he was standing on 
a travellers’ site. 

Christopher Line told a jury 
at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday he had been trying to 
calm horses in stables close to 
where a caravan and a toilet 
block had been set on fire. 

Line, who had been left to 
guard the site at Willow Park, 
Beck Row, on March 15 last 
year, has pleaded not guilty to 
the murders of Shane Hill and 
David Castell, who it is alleged 
were responsible for starting 
the fires. 

During cross-examination by 
Karim Khalil QC, prosecuting, 
Line denied it was during 14 
minutes when repeated calls 
from his employer and site 
owner Sam Vinden went

unanswered that Line was 
carrying out the killings using 
a sawn-off shotgun. 

Line told the court he 
believed he had not received 
the calls because of poor 
mobile phone reception. 

Denying the murders of Mr 
Hill, 20, and Mr Castell, 29, 
both from Southend in Essex, 
Line said: “I didn’t shoot 
anybody.” 

Both victims suffered 
multiple shotgun wounds 
inflicted at point-blank range. 
Mr Hill’s body was found in 
the road outside the site while 
Mr Castell's body was 
discovered inside a burning 
car. 

Line, a landscape gardener of 
Willow Park, Beck Row, denied 
suggestions by Mr Khalil the 
killings had been meant to 


send a message to any 
potential enemies. 

The shotgun used in the 
killings came from a cache of 
five weapons which Line has 
admitted wrapping in a sack 
and a horse blanket and hiding 
beneath a tree. 

He said he was unable to 
explain how a jacket belonging 
to him came to also be 
wrapped around the guns. 

Line said he had been left by 
Mr Vinden to guard the site 
but denied arming himself 
despite admitting being 
“vulnerable and scared” 
following an attempted arson 
attack three days earlier. 

Instead of keeping a close 
watch from a converted stable 
building, Line said he had 
been watching DVDs and 
failed to spot two men using 
petrol to start the two fires. 

The trial continues. 
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RETAILERS have been invited to take part in 
a community art project set on giving a 
"unifying theme" to Newmarket High 
Street. 

Leaflets have been posted to Newmarket 
shops urging them to sign up for local 
artists Chris Winch and Fabrice Brard's 
Flaming July project. 

The initiative will see shops show the film of 
a horse painted in red and orange 
watercolours on television and computer 
screens or project it onto walls between 
Saturday, July 7 when the Olympic torch 
visits Newmarket until the end of the July 
Festival on Sunday, July 15. 

Mr Winch, who has created 15 paintings of 
the horse which were then animated by Mr 
Brard, said: "It will tie the whole High Street 
together; that's what I'm trying to do."

Man in 
court in 
sex case 

A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with indecently 
assaulting a girl in Mildenhall. 

Andrew Armstrong attended 
West Suffolk Magistrates' Court 
in Bury St Edmunds on 
Monday charged with five 
offences including two rapes 
relating to incidents involving 
two females which allegedly 
took place during a period of 12 
years. 

Armstrong is charged with 
two counts of indecent assault 
on a girl under 14 said to have 
occurred in Mildenhall between 
May 17, 1994 and March 31, 
1997. 

The 42-year-old is also 
alleged to have incited the same 
girl under 14 to commit an act 
of gross indecency in the town 
during the same period. 

In relation to the same 
alleged victim, Armstrong, of 
Argyle Street, Heywood, 
Lancashire, is further accused 
of the rape of a female under 16 
at Bardney in Lincolnshire 
between May 17, 1996 and May 
16, 1998. 

He is charged with raping a 
female aged 16 or over in Bury 
St Edmunds between December 
1, 2005 and January 31, 2006 in 
relation to a second alleged 
victim. 

Armstrong has been bailed 
with the condition not to 
contact the alleged victims. 

He is due to appear at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Thursday, July 5. 


NEWMARKET last night 
urged health bosses to reopen 
the town’s out-of-hours GP 
base just weeks before a 
decision is taken on the 
service’s future. 

Residents and councillors poured 
into the Memorial Hall for the patient 
forum hosted by service provider 
Harmoni before a crunch meeting 
about the changes on July 12. 

Many raised concerns about the 
closure of the base at Newmarket 
Hospital, which means those needing 
an out-of-hours appointment have to 
travel to neighbouring towns. 

Speaking to the News at the forum, 
Mary Hughes, 78, from Newmarket, 
said: “I cannot believe a place the size 
of Newmarket doesn’t have an out-of- 
hours service (base). We cannot be 
expected to travel.” 
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Joy Rudkin, 74, from Newmarket, 
said: “I can’t drive because of 
cataracts. A lot of the older people 
have not even got cars, there are no 
buses to get - the problems are so 
obvious.” 

Speaking after attending the forum, 
Cllr Keith Bovill of Newmarket Town 
Council said: “I think the feedback I 
got from our community was that it 
was not what they were expecting - 
we didn’t really want to know how 
they were delivering the service, we 
wanted to question why our service 
had been withdrawn from New¬ 
market. 

“I think they accepted there had 
been a lack of consultation prior to the 
decision being made and we hope 
that when the scrutiny board meets 
that they can overturn the decision 


and reinstate our service.” 

Dr David Lee, Harmoni’s regional 
medical director, told the News he did 
not think there was a prospect of 
reopening the Newmarket base in the 
immediate future. 

He said: “Often, people do have 
transport, they do have family or 
friends who can help them, we do 
have people who will get a taxi. But if 
people are getting to the point where 
it’s an impossibility to access medical 
care, we will organise a home visit.” 

He said during the three-month 
trial of the new model, home visits to 
Newmarket had increased 12 per 
cent. 

Suffolk County Council’s health 
scrutiny committee will make a 
recommendation on the changes to 
Suffolk’s out-of-hours service at the 
July meeting which NHS Suffolk is 
expected to accept.

Surgery for man hit by bus 

A MAN suffered a serious injury to his arm 
after being hit by a bus. 

The man, who is in his 40s, suffered the injury 
towards the Newmarket Racecourses end of 
the A1304 shortly before midnight on Friday, 
June 23. 

Passers-by came to his rescue and stayed 
with him until the emergency services arrived. 
A team from emergency doctors’ charity 
Magpas Helimedix treated the man at the 
scene and accompanied him in an 
ambulance to Addenbrooke’s. 

His condition was described as stable on 
arrival at hospital where he received 
emergency surgery for multiple fractures. 

A spokesman for the charity thanked the 
passers-by who stayed with the patient. 

Bomb scare evacuation 

A BOMB alert at RAF Lakenheath triggered 
the evacuation of personnel from the area 
yesterday. 

The Ministry of Defence (MOD) closed the 
A1065 and cleared the area and several 
surrounding facilities of people after officials at 
the American air base spotted a suspicious 
vehicle at gate one at 9am. 

A spokesman for the 48th Fighter Wing said 
MOD Explosive Ordinance Disposal experts 
were attending to check the vehicle. 

He said the evacuation of personnel and the 
road closure had been carried out as a 
precaution. 

Roof catches fire 

A ROOF went up in smoke at a house in 
Lamble Close, Beck Row. 

Four-fifths of the roof at the semi-detached 
property were enveloped in flames when 
crews were called shortly before 6.30am 
yesterday. 

Firefighters made a fire break and removed 
roof tiles.

Queensbury Lodge renovation 
should be forced - councillors 


COUNCILLORS have 
called for action over the 
Queensbury Lodge Stables 
site which they say blights 
a gateway to Newmarket. 

Members of the town council 
approved a letter on Monday 
urging Forest Heath District 
Council to make enforcement 
orders requiring the renovation 
of the former racing stables and 
associated buildings towards 
the end of High Street. 

The site is covered by the 
horseracing land policy which 
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prevents it from passing out of 
horseracing use. The town 
council said it backs the policy 
but described the Queensbury 
Lodge Stables site as an 
“isolated case” requiring action. 

Addressed to Ian Gallen, 
chief executive of the district 
council, the letter says: 
“Newmarket Town Council 
fully supports the horseracing 
land policy which, despite 
numerous threats, has enabled 
Newmarket to protect, preserve 


and enhance its unique 
heritage. Regrettably, in this 
isolated case where an historic 
old racing stables and related 
buildings have been allowed to 
fall into a pitiful state of 
neglect, we believe that FHDC 
must take immediate proactive 
action to find a solution.” 

The letter asks Forest Heath 
to adopt a policy towards the 
Queensbury Lodge Stables site 
similar to that which allowed 
the district council to protect 
and improve the site of the 
formerly derelict Palace House 


and associated stables, which 
are set to become a national 
heritage centre incorporating 
the National Horseracing 
Museum and an art gallery 
among other elements. 

It said: “The Queensbury 
Lodge Stables site is a blight on 
the main entrance to the town 
of Newmarket. 

“We strongly urge FHDC to 
serve appropriate enforcement 
orders to require the renovation 
of the Queensbury Lodge 
Stables site to a standard 
befitting this prime location.”

Nationwide is urged to halt the 
closure of its Mildenhall branch 


CLOSURE of Mildenhall’s Nationwide branch 
would be “a significantly retrograde step”, 
councillors have claimed. 

Nigel Roman and David Bowman of Forest 
Heath District Council have written to the 
building society urging it to reconsider its 
decision to shut the town’s Market Place branch 
at the end of August. 

Mildenhall customers will face a journey of 11 
miles to their nearest branch in Newmarket, 13 
miles to that in Bury St Edmunds or 17 miles to 
Nationwide in Ely, they said. 

They wrote: “Given the increasing cost of fuel, 
reducing bus services and economic pressures 
generally, your decision to withdraw the 
Mildenhall branch is a significantly retrograde 
step and will cause inconvenience and expense 
to many customers. It is also the case that not 
everyone is comfortable with using telephone or 
internet banking services.” 

They say many disappointed and upset 


constituents have been in touch about the 
withdrawal of the service from the Grade II 
listed building. 

A petition opposing the closure has also been 
launched by Mildenhall resident Carolyn Bright. 

The councillors said they would welcome 
comments from the business about how it 
arrived at its decision, adding the standard letter 
sent to Nationwide customers did little to 
explain why the closure was warranted. 

Mildenhall’s Nationwide branch is one of 23 
set to close on the same date. 

A spokeswoman for the building society said 
the decision had been taken for reasons 
including the profitability of the branch. 

She said Nationwide was confident it would 
be able to find new jobs for most of the workers 
at the Mildenhall branch: “We are confident 
that we will be able to redeploy the vast 
majority of affected employees into 
neighbouring branches.”

Chip shop bid 
‘inappropriate’ 


A TAKEAWAY’S bid to open in a 
conservation area in Newmarket 
High Street has been branded 
“inappropriate” by councillors. 

Rumbles Fish Bar’s hopes of moving 
into the shop left empty by Kismet 
Beauty Therapy have been dealt a blow 
by the town council’s objection to the 
plans. 

The council’s planning committee 
resolved to oppose the application to 
change 14 High Street’s into A5 hot 
food takeaway earlier this month. 

A record of the planning meeting 
said: “The committee objected on the 
grounds that the cumulative impact of 
another takeaway in the High Street is 
not in keeping with the Vision for 
Newmarket and is inappropriate for a 
conservation area and that parking 
issues would also impact on traffic in 
the High Street.” 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere, a member of 
the committee, said the application was 
inappropriate because the location 
boasted historic buildings and the 
town’s National Horseracing Museum 
would soon be expanding as part of the 
Palace House project which recently 
secured lottery funding. 

She added: “The clock tower is there 
and some of those buildings are quite 
old around there and also the fact it’s in 
a conservation area - you have to think 
of what’s going to happen in Palace

House and the museum we are going to 
expand there. We should make 
everything look as though it blends in 
well.” 

But, she said, the principal cause of 
their objection had been safety 
concerns over with parking: “The main 
reason was traffic - people going and 
also delivering. It could be very 
difficult. If there was a back road where 
they could have loaded and unloaded it 
would be a different thing, but it’s very 
difficult parking there.” 

Martyn Wall, owner of the Central 
Fish Bar in Market Street, said: “All that 
seems to be happening is more of the 
same shops are opening up, reducing 
the market share of the existing 
business owners but offering no reason 
to encourage footfall into the town.” 

Hassan Akdogan, business director of 
Rumbles Fish Bars, said there were 
plenty of car parks in Newmarket and 
few fish and chip shops in the town. 

He said: “If there were too many, I 
wouldn’t mind, but Newmarket is such 
a big town. The competition is good for 
the public, it brings quality, it brings 
cheap prices. We will see. I think we 
have still got a chance.” 

Forest Heath District Council will 
make a decision at a later date.

NEWMARKET Carnival’s 
parade will feature just 
three floats this year 
unless more people sign 
up to take part.

An actress - who 
appeared alongside David 
Jason in primetime hit A 
Touch of Frost - she 
worked hard. Out-going 
and charismatic, with a 
huge circle of friends, she 
played hard too. And Lucy 
was also a dedicated 
fitness fan: she cycled or 
swam every day without 
fail. 


But then, towards the 
end of the summer, Lucy 
started to feel poorly. She 
had a niggly cough; 
suffered several Bouts of 
nausea and sickness. 
Thinking she'd fallen foul 
of a recurring bug, Lucy 
went to the GP for 
antibiotics. Yet still the 
symptoms came back. 

Eventually, in October, 
she was taken into hospital 
- where tests revealed a 
large tumour in her lungs. 
Roughly the size of her 
heart, it was confirmed to 
be lung cancer, which had 
already spread to both her 
spine ana her liver. 

Although Lucy 
underwent chemo and 
radiotherapy, there was 
little doctors could do. She 
died less than four months 
later - aged only 32. "She 
stayed positive all the way

through: she wouldn't 
even talk about dying," 
remembers older brother 
Richard. "She had a mug 
which said 'Lucy Bowen: 
Kicking Cancer's Arse': she 
was determined to smash 
this thing. 

"In the end I wanted her 
to know it was okay to let 
go, that she wasn't letting 
anyone down. She'd go up 
to the window in the 
hospital and say 'I want to 
be out there riding my 
bike', but we knew she'd 
never ride a bike again. 

"She was like a bird in a 
cage. When she died, it 
was a kind of release. 

"She wasn't the type of 
person to be cooped up in 
a hospital all the time. She 
was so young, so full of 
life." 

"Lucy's death proves 
that lung cancer can affect 
anybody," Richard said. 
"She was young; she was 
very fit. She had smoked, 
but she was only a really 
light smoker - maybe 
three cigarettes a day - 
and the consultant said 
that was unlikely to be the 
cause; even if it was, if 


someone's smoked does 
that mean they deserve to 
get cancer? 

"He said that Lucy's 
cancer couldn't be 
explained: there's no 
history in the family, she 
hadn't been in touch with 
asbestos or exposed to 
radon. . . He said it was 
down to statistics: she was 
the one in whatever 
number it is who just get 
lung cancer. I guess 
someone has to be." 

Richard has decided to 
share his sister's story to 
raise awareness of lung 
cancer - especially among 
younger people. "There is 
a perception that lung 
cancer only affects old 
people who've smoked 40 
a day for 40 years: that's 
simply not the case. 

"The key message we're 
trying to get across is that if 
you've had a cough for 
more than three weeks, 
you should go to the 
doctor. It's most probably 
nothing, but if it's cancer, 
the earlier it's caught the 
better." 

Lung cancer statistics are 
shocking. More than one 


in five deaths in the UK - 
that's 22 per cent - are 
from lung cancer, making 
it the most common cause 
of cancer death in this 
country. It is, in fact, the 
most common cancer in 
the world, with an 
estimated 1.61 million 
cases diagnosed in 2008 
alone. 

Since Lucy's diagnosis, 
her whole family have lent 
their support to the Roy 
Castle Lung Cancer 
Foundation, set up in 
memory of the much¬ 
loved Record Breakers 
presenter. Roy died of lung 
cancer in 1994; he had 
never smoked. The 
Foundation is the only UK 
charity wholly dedicated 
to defeating lung cancer. 

Richard is currently in 
training for a giant bike 
ride to raise both cash and 
awareness for the cause: 
over five days in August, 
he will cycle the 290 miles 
from his Somersham home 
to Swansea, via the capital 
city. 

"I'll be following the 
route Lucy took," ne 
explains. "We spent the

first years of our lives here 
in Cambridgeshire, Lucy 
went on to work in London, 
and she spent her last 
months in Wales, where our 
parents live now." 

Covering 50 miles a day, 
50 per cent off-road and 50 
per cent on-road, it's set to 
be a real slog. 

"If Lucy was here now, 
she'd probably be laughing 
at me," smiles Richard. "We 
used to do a lot of cycling 
together and she was 
always out in front: she'd 
give it 100 per cent, while 
I'd hold 10 per cent in 
reserve in case we hit a big 
hill. 

"But that was her 
approach to life, really: she 
did everything to the full." 

When Lucy turned 30, 
she and Richard discussed 
doing 'an epic cycle ride, 
before we got too old': 
"When she was ill I would 
say 'You've got to get better 
so we can do this ride - 
even if you only join me for 
a mile'. Now I'm doing it in 
celebration of her life." 

Lucy and her siblings, 
Richard and little sister 
Ruth, spent their early years 
in Papworth, St Ives and 
then Barrington, where they 
went to primary school. 

"She always wanted to be 
an actress: she did youth 
theatre and really got the 
bug," explains Richard, 35. 

Going on to become a 
professional, Lucy appeared 
in numerous TV shows, 
including long-running soap 
HollyoaKS. But working on 
ITV's A Touch of Frost was, 
says Richard, among her 
proudest achievements. 

"She had quite a big part as 
a police officer and she 
really enjoyed it. David 
Jason was very fond of her: 
when she died he wrote to 
us, saying how sorry he 
was." 

When she was diagnosed 
with lung cancer, it was, 
remembers Richard, earth- 
shattering. "Initially she was 
very distressed: we all were. 
But then she decided there 
was no way she was going 
to die, that she was just too 
young. 

"We knew the prognosis 
wasn't good and I tried to 
tackle it with her a few 
times: I wanted to know if 
she had any kind of 'bucket 


list', things she 
wanted to do.. 

But Lucy was 
clear that she 
didn't want to travel the 
world - she wanted to 
spend time with her family, 
because that's what she 
loved." 

Richard and his wife 
Helen have two small boys 
- Tomos, 3, and Nye, 17 
months - and another baby 
on the way. "Lucy was a 
lovely auntie. I think she 
thought she might never be 
responsible enough to have 
her own children, so she 
lived vicariously through 
mine." 

Richard describes Lucy as 
a larger-than-life character: 
"She was crazy, a real party 
girl. And she had to go her 
own way: she didn't like 
taking advice! She was also 
very funny. She could be 
really acerbic. Even when 
she was ill, her sense of 
humour never failed. 

"She went to collect a 
prescription and discovered 
the pharmacist had given 
her antidepressants by 
mistake. Her reaction was 'I 
haven't got depression, 
love. I've got cancer'. And 
when a bloke pushed in 
front of her in a bar, she 
asked 'Would you push in 
front of a girl with cancer? 
Hmm? Well I've got bloody 
cancer'. .. 

"She was also very 
glamorous. Even when she 
was really unwell she'd turn 
visitors away if she hadn't 
got her full face of make-up 
on. 

"It's really, really hard to 
describe her, to be honest. 
She was just such a big 
character." 

The first consultant Lucy 
saw said only palliative care 
could be offered. She 
sought a second opinion 
and ended up undergoing 
radical chemo and also 
some radiotherapy. 

Lucy was constantly in 
and out of hospital. The 
chemo left her very frail; 
unable to keep food and 
drink down. Her lungs kept 
filling with fluid, which 
made it harder and harder 
to breathe. 

"By the time she was 
diagnosed, she was already 
functioning on iusta 
quarter of one lung," 


explains Richard, who 
works for the Environment 
Agency. "Apparently the 
fact she was so fit actually 
masked the symptoms: in 
someone less fit, the lack of 
lung function would have 
become apparent more 
quickly. In the end she 
even found talking quite 
hard; she was on oxygen 
most of the time." 

Although she was nursed 
at the family home in 
Wales for some time, Lucy 
died in hospital. 

"She hadn't been too 
good so they decided to 
take her in. She didn't want 
to be alone, so she asked 
mum and dad to stay with 
her. 

"They were there for 
three days, round the 
clock. It got to about 10pm 
on the third night and she 
said 'I'm going to go to 
sleep now. You can go 
home'. She died at 5am 
the next morning." 

More than 200 people 
attended Lucy's funeral. 
"She wouldn't discuss 
dying. I've got a letter from 
her where sne said 'I don't 
want to consider what my 
death will look like', so sne 
hadn't made any plans or 
left any requests. It was all 
very modern, with a wicker 
coffin, and we played lots 
of music we knew she 
loved." 

Throwing themselves 
into raising funds and 
awareness has, says 
Richard, helped the family 
cope in the immediate 
aftermath of Lucy's death. 
Between them, they have 
already raised more than 
£5,000 for the Roy Castle 
Foundation. 

"Lucy meant so much to 
so many people; we all 
miss her. I think it really 
helps to do something 
positive. If anything good 
can come out of her death 
it will be raising awareness 
of lung cancer and its 
symptoms: if we can help 
just one person get 
diagnosed earlier - and 
survive the disease - that 
would be an amazing 
legacy."

Children may 
be getting a 
new play area 


NEW play facilities are in the 
pipeline for children in New¬ 
market. 

Cllr Joy Uney of Newmarket Town 
Council said there was little in the 
way of open space and facilities for 
youngsters living in homes on 
Phantom and Moreton Stud land, but 
she was hopeful a nearby green area 
already used by children and dog 
walkers could be added to. 

She said: “That area is so densely 
populated. The residents have tiny 
little gardens and the roads are quite 
congested for parking so it would be 
lovely to have some facilities that 
were out in the open that the children 
could use.”

Cllr Uney said: “It has obviously got 
to be something that is not going to 
disturb the horses, it’s got to be 
something that’s not going to disturb 
the residents, it’s obviously got to be 
something the children want. 

“It will take some time but it’s better 
to take time than to provide 
something that’s not right.” 

Ian Shipp, cultural services 
manager at Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “Residents are keen to 
see the play area provided and we are 
consulting the local community on 
the nature of the project. This is very 
much in its early stages. The results 
of the consultation will help shape 
the proposals.” 

District council officers are 
expected to come back with a plan by 
next spring at the earliest.

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Women to the fore

T O most of us, Belinda Lang 
will always be Bill, the long- 
suffering mother in classic 
nineties BBC sitcom, 
2point4children. And as it turns 
out, she's still playing mum today, 
arriving to our interview mobile 
phone in hand, with her 21 -year- 
old daughter Lily on the other end 
of the line from university. 

"We probably speak to each other too 
much/' says Lang apologetically, once 
another mini-crisis has been averted. "She 
rings a lot, though I haven't actually seen 
her for at least three weeks. But if she's on 
the phone, at least I know she's there." 

Such maternal cosiness is a far cry from 
Lang's latest role in the stage premiere of 
Ladies in Lavender, set in a tiny Cornish 
fishing village in 1938 and playing at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre until Saturday. 

It's certainly not the first time that Lang 
has explored this particular time period 
after critically acclaimed turns in My Boy 
Jack, the story of Rudyard Kipling's son, 
and Forgotten Voices, a verbatim piece 
based on interviews from the Imperial War 
Museum about women's experiences of 
war. 

"Yes," says Lang. "It fits very neatly into 
an area that interests me and one that 
makes me very sad. These women lost all 
their men (and their potential men) in the 
First World War. It was a lonely life. But 
there was also that element of the stiff 
upper lip; that women had to hold onto 
themselves and do as much good as they 


could in the world and not complain. That 
really lives with me - the strength that 
those women had to have. They might not 
have known they had it, but they did." 

Ladies in Lavender is a different sort of 
piece to the previous two. "It's got a lot of 
depth to its subject matter, but it requires a 
light touch," says Lang. "It's not a play 
where you have to hit great big heavy 
notes because these aren't the sort of 
women to be self-indulgent. One of them 


will say 'well, it was the war. One got on 
with things'. 

"In a different kind of play, you might 
land up in a heap on the floor. Not here. 
It's a very good script - spare, but 
everything's there. And in its own way, it's 
got a slightly cinematic quality." 

The casting helps hugely, says Lang, who 
plays buttoned-up Janet opposite former 
child star Hayley Mills as the lovelorn 
Ursula. 


"Hayley is a married woman in real life, 
of course, but she still has this wonderfully 
childlike quality that's perfect for the part. 
Ursula has never grown up. She's never 
had any relationships - she's only had her 
father and her sister. Hayley has that 
quality somehow, so it's not something we 
have to work hard on. And my character's 
very bossy - I say no more!" 

During her early acting years, she and 
actor husband Hugh Fraser - Captain 
Hastings in ITV's Poirot - had a fixed 
regime. "I used to do 2point4 Children 
every year, and the rest of the year, I would 
do one play and have the school holidays 
off. Once I got into that rhythm, it was the 
perfect life. Then, in 2000, Lang's on¬ 
screen husband, Gary Olsen, died of 
cancer. "And that ended that. We could 
have carried on. But Gary's death changed 
everything." 

Lang is philosophical about her career 
path since. "I was brought up in the 
theatre, (both her parents were actors) and 
feel very comfortable here so I went very 
naturally back to the place I'd been in 
before." 

Spending more time on stage has also 
led to a new career avenue - directing. 
"Lots of friends have said to me over the 
years, 'you should really direct,' and I was 
a bit nervous about it for lots of reasons," 
says Lang. "Then I thought of Present 
Laughter, a play I'd been in a lot, and I 
thought, 'if I can't direct Present Laughter, I 
can't direct anything.' " 

But she could and she did. "And it was 
such a relief! I just felt so happy doing the 
job and it was very consuming. If you 
direct properly, which I think I did, you 
work very, very hard but feel terribly 
excited the whole time. There are so many 
strings to it, the music, the props and, of 


course, the actors first and foremost. It was 
great." 

Does she now find it hard not giving 
notes to director Robin Lefevre in the 
Ladies in Lavender rehearsal room? "It's not 
hard with this director because he's in 
control," says Lang. "It's very hard when I 
think someone hasn't done their 
homework. Having said that, I'm still 
interfering and bossy and I probably drive 
Robin round the bend for all I know. I'm 
only a frustrated director when I think, 
'does anyone know I've even done this?' 

It's difficult when one gets older to start 
new things." 

Something Janet and Ursula know all 
too well. 

Says Lang: "It's that space they have in 
their lives, that thinking time. Life is slow. 
There's no phoning or texting or Googling 
or emailing. There's no telly, they don't go 
anywhere. They knit, they sit, they cook a 
little and they do good works. I'd find that 
tough." Then again," she adds, "a little 
peace of mind might be nice." 

"I've been able to live at a time when 
there hasn't been a war, and where I've 
been able to work and be a mother and 
have a lovely life. It would be an insult to 
every woman who has fought for her rights 
not to appreciate what we are now able to 
achieve. But of course with all that comes 
the idiocy of keeping up with it all - the 
fact that people expect an immediate 
response to everything. I find it really 
anxiety-inducing. Even my daughter says 
it's all a bit much."

THE good old days when ET 
simply wanted to phone home are 
long gone. 

If aliens descend on Earth now 
they don’t want to sit contentedly 
in the basket of a child’s bicycle 
and soar serenely across a perfect 
moonlit sky. 

Instead they would much prefer 
to annihilate and conquer, 
preferably via a series of special 
effects-laden set pieces that 
reduce iconic landmarks to 
steaming piles of twisted metal. 

A 24-hour storage facility in 
south London is the epicentre of 
the destruction in Johannes 
Roberts’s gore-slathered sci-fi 
horror. 

The building’s labyrinthine 
corridors and snaking air ducts 
provide a suitably claustrophobic 
setting for the battle royale 
between a hideous extraterrestrial 
predator and a motley crew of ill- 
equipped human prey.

The film opens with a suspected 
plane crash which causes 
widespread panic and destruction. 
Metal crates are strewn among the 
debris, with nothing inside apart 
from a gooey residue slathered 
over the interior. 

Nearby, wise-cracking Charlie 
(Noel Clarke) and his best friend 
Mark (Colin O’Donoghue) arrive at 
a storage facility to collect some of 
Charlie’s belongings. A 
malfunctioning security system 
traps the young men inside the 
building with employee Jake (Alex 
Price) and electrician Bob (Geoff 
Bell), who attempt to reboot the 


mainframe and open the metal 
shutters. 

Meanwhile, Charlie and Mark 
head for a locker where they run 
into Charlie’s embittered ex¬ 
girlfriend Shelley (Antonia 
Campbell-Hughes), her gal pal Nikki 
(Laura Haddock) and snarky pal 
Chris (Jamie Thomas King). As the 
former lovers trade insults, a growl 
reverberates through the building. 

Based on an original screenplay 
by leading man Clarke, Storage 24 
is solid, entertaining but 
unremarkable genre fare littered 
with undernourished characters 
and predictable twists.

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Carrying on a 
green tradition 


F OR the last 15 years, 
Nick Hamilton, son of 
the late Geoff 
Hamilton, has been busy 
following in his father's 
green-fingered footsteps. 

Just wandering around some of 
the 38 small gardens created for 
TV at Barnsdale in Leicester, you 
can feel Geoff's ever-practical 
presence, as areas are teeming 
with a huge variety of plants along 
with practical substitutes for 
expensive accessories (including a 
circular finial made from a toilet 
ballcock - but you'd never know - 
sitting on top of a pretty, home¬ 
made obelisk). 

These are all testament to 
Geoff's money-saving principles, 
his attitude of having a go himself 
at making something before 
shelling out on an expensive 
equivalent, ever aware of his 
audience, many of whom would 
have been cost-conscious. 

Nick, who took over the 
business after his father's death in 
1996, shows me the old copper 
immersion heater transformed into

a rose water feature in the quirky 
Reclaimed Garden, a typical 
example of his father's ideas of 
economy. 

"My father wanted Barnsdale to 
be representative of what people 
have at home. Achievability was 
all-important. He set the 
springboard from which we've 
dived." 

The TV garden all started in the 
1970s, when Geoff moved into a 
house on the Barnsdale Hall estate 
and was renting some land at the 
top of the hill. He was asked to do 
a guest appearance on Gardeners' 
World from what is now known as 
'The Original Barnsdale'. 

In 1979 he joined the team 


permanently, but soon found that 
there was little room to 
experiment and in 1983 he found 
Barnsdale as it is today, a mile 
away, a Victorian farmhouse with 
more than five acres of land. 

He created the gardens 
between 1983-96 but it wasn't 
until 1997 that they were opened 
to the public. 

"My father always said that a 
garden is a work in progress, so we 
continue to carry that on," says 
Nick. 

The beautiful Artisan Cottage 
Garden, Allotment, Woodland 
Walk and Artificial Rock Garden 
are just a few of the concepts 
which have been developed and 
continue to offer ideas to 
gardeners today. 

Nick acknowledges that times 
have changed since his father's TV 
heyday. 

"Everybody's lives have 
changed. Retired people are doing 
more now than they ever did, as 
are people in work. But it's making 
people realise that within their 
busy lives there's still time for 
gardening and vegetable growing."

In the last decade there has 
been more emphasis on less time- 
consuming gardening, with 
demand for easy-maintenance 
plants, plants which don't need 
staking and less lawn. But Nick has 
reservations about this. 

"We have one or two gardens 
here which are lower maintenance 
than others," he says. 

"And yes, you can go out and 
buy a £300 tree which will have 
an instant effect. But that's not 
gardening. Gardening is all about 
patience and nurturing, getting out 
there and getting your hands dirty. 
Low-maintenance gardening in a 
way isn't gardening." 

He believes that were his father 
alive today, he would be over the 
moon at the way Barnsdale has 
developed. But he doesn't believe 
the TV cameras could ever return 
on a regular basis. 

"Our tagline is The People's 
Garden and that's what it is - a 
garden for the people. I wouldn't 


now want to stop people seeing 
the garden, even for one day a 
week." 

He says that BBC Gardeners' 
World today is far removed from 
his father's programmes. 

"They're still searching for the 
magic formula to recreate the way 
the programme was when it was 
here. They've lost their way with 
what they think people want from 
the programme. People need to 
be shown in the right way and the 
right style to inspire them to get 
out there. 

"What I'm hearing from visitors 
is that 20 years ago everything they 
did on Friday revolved around 
making sure they were in front of 
the television at 8.30pm to watch 
Gardeners' World. Now, if they're 
in and there's nothing better on, 
they'll watch it. I think that's really 
sad." 

Despite encouragement from 
Plant Heritage, Nick has so far not 
held a National Collection at 


Barnsdale. 

"I don't have the time at the 
moment to do it. I love my plants 
and I'm predominantly a 
nurseryman. I really like 
penstemon, but there are lots of 
plants I love. The problem is 
finding a National Collection 
which really inspires you." 

With a full-time staff of 13, Nick 
says the garden won't further 
expand because land is not for sale 
around the site. 

But there is room for a 39th 
garden, a work in progress. 

"The 39th garden will be a 
garden for people with limited 
mobility - not a disabled person's 
garden. It won't only be raised 
beds - we will use tools to cope 
with the lower levels." 

And it is clear that Barnsdale is 
moving with the times. "I keep 
toying with the idea of artificial 
grass as well," he confides. 

I wonder what his father would 
make of that.

about the 29-year-old athlete, who grew 
up in Newmarket, rubber-stamping her 
spot in TeamGB by taking victory, 
achieved with a fourth-round throw of 
58.45m - slightly below her best 
performances so far this season. 

“I’m very proud to have won my 10th 
title,” said Sayers. “I was hoping for a lot 
better, distance-wise. It just that every 
time I seemed to step up to throw there 
was a huge head-wind. 

“But I’ve had worse and thrown further 
and it was a kind of formality, to a degree, 
for me. I was hoping to put on a 
better display, but it was really all about 
winning.” 

Sayers did admit that on the eve of 
qualifying for her third Olympic Games, 
she looked back on her career. 

“It’s quite a significant milestone - it 
was just making me reflect on previous 
Olympic trials and making me look back 
on where I’ve come from and where I am 
now,” she said. 

“My first Olympic trials, I remember I 
did the A standard on my last throw and 
that was super exciting at the time as I 
was kind of an outside chance of going. 
“The middle one was getting the job 
done and then this one was 
very similar. 

“But it was special that it 
was the 10th title.” 


DRAPED in the Union Flag which 
was the common sign that an 
athlete had booked an Olympics 
place, Goldie Sayers seemed 
particularly proud as she reflected 
on an historic personal moment. 

Sayers has dominated British women’s 
javelin for a decade and, at the Alexander 
Stadium in Birmingham, she clinched her 
10th successive national title. 

It is a feat which perhaps does not 
receive the recognition that it deserves, 
and maybe it will only be when the 
record books are studied in the future that 
the scale of Sayers’ abilities are fully 
appreciated.
